P'lisk For Change 
The victory of Gov. Dale 
Bumpers in Arkansas was not a 
surprise because he had been 
leading in the 'polls from, the 
start. 
But Bumpers’ majority of 
well over 60 per cent was a 
crushing rebuff to 'the 69-year- 
old 
Fulbright, 
who 
left 
a 
university presidency in 1944 to 
serve one term in the House 
and five in 'the Senate. He had 
gained global prominence as 
the independent-minded chair­ 
man of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and a 
leader of opposition to U.S. 
involvement in the Indochina 
war. 
Bumpers, 
48, 
serving 
his 
second term as governor, is 
regarded as a sure winner in 
November, although he does 
have 
Republican 
opposition 
from John H. Jones, a banker. 
Bumpers 
is 
a 
Southern 
Democrat who turned away 
from the racial politics that 
dominated the party in that 
region for nearly a century 
after the Civil War. While 
relatively unknown nationally, 
he made a splash in 1970 by 
whipping 
Faubus 
for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination 
and 
unseating Republican Gov. Win- 
throp Rockefeller. 
Former Rep. David Pryor, 
another relative newcomer in 
Arkansas 
politics, 
outpolled 
Faubus, 
who 
became 
the 
symbol of Southern resistance 
to racial change when he tried 
to block school integration in 
Little Rock in 1958 
Pryor ran well ahead of 
Faubus and Lt. 'Gov. Bob Riley 
in the primary, but his total 
was barely over the 50 per cent 
plurality needed to avoid a 
runoff with the former' governor 
June 11. 
In Kentucky, Republican Sen. 
Marlow Cook won renomination 
with ease; as did 'Gov. Wendell 
Ford, who will be his opponent 
in a big Senate battle this fall. 
Another Chance 
Morse was the favorite in 
Oregon, but some observers 
thought the one-time “Tiger of 
the Senate” might be going to 
the well one time too many in 
seeking another chance against 
Sen. Bob Packwood, R-Ore., 
who beat him in 1968. 
Morse went to the Senate in 
1944 as a Republican, but left 
the GOP during the Eisenhower 
years and styled himself as an 
Independent for several years 
before moving to the Democrat­ 
ic side. Like Fulbright, he was 
a 
strong 
opponent 
of 
the 
Vietnam War and was one of 
only two senators who voted 
against the Gulf of Tonkin 
Resolution in 1964. 
A major upset occurred in 
the Oregon GOP battle for a 
nominee to succeed Gov. Tom 
McCall, prevented, by law from 
running again. State Sen. Victor 
Atiyeh handily defeated favored 
Secretary of State Clay Myers.

Israel Votes Today On 
‘Kissinger’ Mideast Peace

today that Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger had suc­ 
ceeded in winning an Israeli •

nonstop diplomacy. The Israeli 
cabinet was expected to ap­ 
prove it this afternoon. 
Information Minister Shimon 
Peres said after a two hour and 
10 minute cabinet meeting this 
morning: “There are no real 
points of difference, only some 
remaining points that require 
clarification..” 
Israeli newspapers said the 
announcement of the agreement 
is 
expected 
after 
a. 
short 
cabinet meeting beginning at 3 
p.m. (9 a.m. EDT), the second 


of the day. The morning session 
was adjourned to permit the 
cabinet to seek more “clarifica­ 
tions.,” 


Kissinger went to see Prime 
Minister Golda Meir shortly 
before 
the 
second 
cabinet 
session. Speculation that the 
agreement would be initialed 
this afternoon came when a 
press spokesman for Mrs.. Meir 
said that newsmen and photog­ 
raphers would be admitted to 
her office to photograph her 
and Kissinger at 5 p.m.. (1.1.

1974 Laws Go Into Effect Soon 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) - 
Some 77 laws passed by the 
1974 Indiana Legislature will go 
into effect in about two weeks, 
including the state's first ethics 
statute for Hoosier lawmakers 
and elective state officials. 
The last session of the Legis­ 
lature produced 159 new laws 
but of these, 82 contained 
emergency clauses which meant 
they are not subject to the tra­ 
ditional processof promulgation. 
In order to promulgate new 
laws, copies must be' published, 
and delivered to each of the 92 
county clerks and certificates 
stating receipt of the copies 
must 'be delivered to the gover­ 
nor, who issues the proclama­ 
tion setting the effective date at 
the time the 92nd clerk received 
a copy of the new laws. 
The books containing the 159 
new laws are now nearing the 
end of the printing and binding 
process, and are expected to be 
ready for distribution so the non 
-emergency laws will be in effect 
in mid-June. 


Disclosures Required 
The ethics law requires legis­ 
lators, the governor and other 
elected state officials to make 
public financial reports and es­ 
tablishes three ethics commit­ 
tees. The three are for the Se­ 
nate, the House, six members 
each, and for elected Statehouse 
officials, five members. These 
committees will serve as advis­ 
ory bodies on questions of ethics 
and will hear complaints. 
In the case of the lawmak­ 
ers, all campaign contributions 
of more than $50 are to be1 re­ 
ported. Persons convicted of im­ 
properly offering or accepting 
compensation to influence offi­ 
cial action are subject to maxi­ 
mum prison terms of 2 to 14

D. C. Rail Proceedings To Be Public

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - A 
spokesman for Governor Bowen 
today hailed as an important 
public information victory the 
decision of 'the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission to open fur­ 
ther regional rail reorganization 
proceedings to all news media. 
When the first round of such 
hearings was held here last 
March, the ICC and its Rail 
Services Planning Office refus­ 
ed to allow cameras and tape- 
recorders to be used during the 
hearings by news media. Bowen 
and other officials personally 
called the ICC in Washington 
on the opening day of these 
first hearings and asked that 
radio and televisión news cover­ 
age not be so handicapped. But 
they got no action. 
However, the Indiana Profes­ 
sional Chapter of the .Society of 
Association, among others, join­ 
ed in objecting to the ban on 
cameras and tape recorders. 
Acting chairman Kenneth H. 
Tugóle of the ICC wrote that a 
reversal of the ban had been 
made and will affect future pro­ 
ceedings under the Regional 
Rail Reorganization Act. 
“We are pleased to know that, ” 
William J. Watt, Bowen’s ad­ 


ministrative assistant in charge 
of the rail reorganization plann­ 
ing for the governor, said. “One 
of the things that concerned us 
—and which we 'pointed out at 
the time of the hearing on the 
proposals submitted by the De­ 
partment of Transportation— 
was that this is not the normal, 
adversary litigation hearing.”' 
“It is a good thing they are 
opening the proceedings to all 
media now because the next 
round of tearings will be the 
most significant of the entire 
plan,” Watt said. “These are to 
be in Indianapolis in mid-No­ 
vember on the United States 
RailwayAssociationpreliminary 
systems plan.” 
The first hearings from which 
cameras and tape' recorders 
were barred was on the proposal 
of the Department of Tran­ 
sportation that would have 
abandoned 37 per cent of the 
Indiana rail mileage, reducing 
it from 6,405 to 4,055. This 
brought, strong objections from, 
several hundred witnesses, 
including Bowen. 
Watt said the second round of 
hearings in mid-November will 
be on the plan that may be­ 
come the final one presented to 
Congress for the Midwest and 


Northeast and therefore is the 
one that most needs full news 
coverage. He said that at 
present, the governor and his 
staff are “trying to get as much 
of our thinking included in the 
United 
States 
Railway 
A ssociation 
p relim inary 
systems plan.” 


Watt said the governor now is 
hopeful the preliminary systems 
plan will be a realistic one, com­ 
pared to the DOT plan which 
Bowen called “a prelude to na­ 
tionalization.” Watt said “our 
first discussions (with USRA) 
have been very fruitful and we 
are hopeful. But if the USRA 
plan is bad, we have no choice 
but to go to Congress and. try 
to torpedo the whole thing.” 


Tuggle, in his letter to Sigma 
Delta Chi, said the change in 
position that apparently will al­ 
low full news coverage of the 
November hearings came about 
because the ICC recognized the 
peculiar nature of these hearings 
which were intended by the Con­ 
gress as a means for soliciting 
the broadest possible public re­ 
sponse.”

has been variously forecast, but 
the most recent one is that the 
change will mean a $7 million 
total hike, of which the state 
must pay $3 million more 'than 
had been budgeted,. 
The general impact is expect­ 
ed to eliminate some families 
from 'the aid to dependent child­ 
ren program who have signifi­ 
cant outside income and reduce 
the payments to some others. 
But the amount of welfare assis­ 
tance now going to families who 
have no significant outside in­ 
come will increase. 
Variety of Laws 
The other new laws going 
into effect through promulgation 
cover a wide range of Hoosier 
life from driving a car to gett­ 
ing married. One of the new 
laws that technically goes into 
effect in June allows the Bur­ 
eau of Motor Vehicles to start 
work on possible increases in 
mandatory annual motor vehicle 
inspection fees. These now are 
$2.50 a year but starting next 
year, may be higher under this 
new law. Inspection stations 
may, upon legal notification, in­ 
crease their inspection fee to 
$3.00, $3.50 or $4.00, but need 
not do so. 
Another new law is concerned 
with getting more accurate in­ 
formation on the extent to which 
alcohol or drugs may affect 
traffic safety. It permits speci­ 
mens to be taken from bodies 
of drivers and pedestrians 15 
years of age or older who are 
killed or die within four hours 
after involvement in a traffic 
accident. The law also authoriz­ 
es, within constitutional limits, 
the taking of specimens from 
surviving drivers in fatal acci­ 
dents. 
The minimum marriage age is 
changed by another new law to 
go into effect with prom:ulgation. 
This sets the minimum, at 17 
with parental, consent for both 
male and, female, and allows 
circuit, superior or juvenile 
court judges to authorize mar-

heating or cooling system.

It was reported recently that 
the President has asked 
Congress to authorize a total of 
$5.18 billion in foreign economic 
and military aid for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 
The President said that the 
money he was asking for was 
“the minimum which the United 
States can prudently afford to 
invest if we are to maintain the 
present degree of international 
equilibrium and advance our 
efforts to construct a durable 
peace with prosperity.” 
Included in the request and 
receiving most of the attention, 
was a $900 million package for 
the Middle East — $350 million 
for Israel, $250 million for 
Egypt, $207.5 million for Jordan 
and $100 million contingency 
fund — part of which may 
eventually go to Syria. 
Of major interest of course is 
the designation of funds for, 
Egypt. If approved by Congress 
this would be the first 


j authorized aid to Egypt since 
! relations with the U.S. were 
broken in 1967. 
Included in the planned aid to 
Egypt is $20 million to help clear 
the Suez Canal, $80 million to 
help buy U.S. farm and in­ 
dustrial goods, and $150 million 
for reconstruction of cities along 
the canal. 
cities along the canal. 
The Egyptian sum was really 
j no surprise for Middle East 
’ observers who had expected 
¡that the U.S. would reward 
Egypt for its help in ending the 
oil embargo with something 
more than a verbal thank you 
and public pat on the back. 
This may indeed be quid-pro- 
quo diplomacy with the 
United States using dollar 
signs, but it could have its 
benefits. 
The millions destined for 
Egypt may be a small price to 
pay to insure that the United 
States sees another friendly 
face in the Mideast.

Pandora’s box of political 
problems was opened for 
Secretary of State Larry A. 
Conrad and the lid will not close. 
Ancient myth had a box 
containing all human ills given 
to Pandora to guard by Zeus. All 
escaped when the box was 
opened out of curiosity. The 
office of Secretary of State deals 
with complex legal problems, 
with duties little known by most 
citizens. It has been a political 
stepping stone keeping a 
politician exposed to the public 
with little chance of con­ 
troversy. Things have changed. 
Late last year a so-called 
“ M aster Plan,” hit 
the 
headlines drawing attention to 
the office. Purporting to 
establish a guide for Conrad’s 
political future, the scurrilous 
document did not even purport 
to represent the thinking of 
Conrad. Like a stone hitting 
water, the waves continue to 
spread long after it has sunk 
from sight. 
Taken on its face, the 
document would have been of 
little interest to the average 
voter. It viewed with a jaun­ 
diced eye, some 300 reporters, 
labor leaders and politicians in 
the state. However, it contained 
serious allegations 
about 
misuse of the office for political 
purposes, and make just enough 
people mad to look into the 
charges. 
Although little is carried in 
newspapers out in the state, new 
information is divulged almost 
daily in The Indianapolis News 
in a continuing investigation of 
the office. The subject arises in 
almost every news conference 
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Chicago Sewage 
Pian Passes 
Another Hurdle 
DEMOTTE, Ind. (UPI) -T he 
Army Corps of Engineers, plan 
for disposal of Chicago area sew­ 
age has apparently reached an­ 
other level of approval. 
State Rep. Walter Roorda, R- 
DeMotte, said he has received 
word from the corps office in 
Chicago that indicates it will 
still try to minimize the con­ 
troversy surrounding the plan, 
called Chicago—South End of 
Lake Michigan, or C-SELM. 
The plans include a proposal 
that partially treated sewage 
from Chicago and the Lake 
County area would be dumped 
on farm land in Northwestern 
Indiana and Northeastern Illi­ 
nois. 
Roorda said he has received 
word that the North Central di­ 
vision of the Corps of Engi­ 
neers has approved the C-SELM 
report as completed by the Chi­ 
cago office. 
“The original nine volume im­ 
port brought out by the Chicago 
district office tried to m ini­ 
mize the impact of the opposi­ 
tion that was generated,” Roor­ 
da said. He said the corps con­ 
densed critical statements to a 
few paragraphs and omitted al­ 
most entirely statements by such 
Indiana representatives as the 
governor, both U.S. Senators, 
congressmen and other officials, 
including members of the Indi­ 
ana Stream Pollution Control 
Board. 
The C-SELM study was au- 
authorized by the U.S. House 
Public Works Committee and 
the Senate in November, 1971, 
and the report must eventually 
be presented to Congress. 


lending credence to 
the 
assumption that at least 
politicians out in the state 
closely follow the investigation. 
It will be interesting to see what 
impact the allegations have 
upon a heretofore bright 
political future. 
For summary, let us study the 
progress. As Marion County 
Democratic Chairman William

Based upon information 
contained in the document, 
reporters first looked into use of 
long distance telephone charges 
against Conrad’s office. A series 
of stories hit the front page for 
over a week showing charges of 
$23,500.78 for calls to 22 states, 
the District of Columbia and the 
Bahama Islands during the 41 
months Conrad had been in 
office. 
Commenting on the series, 
Conrad made statements which 
immediately resulted in a libel 
suit for $500,000 in damages. It is 
pending and probably will not 
reach trial until long after the 
November elections. 
Next, reporters examined use 
of gasoline credit card pur­ 
chases for the office. A new 
series of articles showed 
charges of up to 64 gallons in a 
single day, with some one-week 
purchases up to 180 gallons of 
fuel. Charge tickets also 
disclosed more than one wash 
and wax on the same day. 
Publication of the charges led 
to assignment of examiners 
from the State Board of 
Accounts being assigned to a 
detailed probe. Past audits of 
the office have disclosed no 
discrepencies. Armed with the 
published information, 
a 
detailed probe is being made 
into Conrad’s personal records 
which will include such things 
as travel charge cards. Again, 
findings might not be available 
until after the election and 
certainly not until after the 
nominating convention. 
Conrad did the only thing 
possible 
under 
the 
cir­ 
cumstances. He announced for 
renomination. To do less would 
have given victory to those who 
distributed the scurrilous 
document. It would have given 
credence to charges of wrong 
doing. 
Under normal circumstances, 
the incumbent would have had 
complete party support from all 
counties, but it is not a normal 
situation. Conrad currently has 
three opponents, although the 
field may shrink. B. Patrick 
Bauer of South Bend, a two term 
state representative, won re- 
nomination in the prim ary 
election. He announced he 
would seek the nomination for 
Secretary of State. Claiming 
Conrad’s presence on the ticket 
would jeopardize chances to win 
control of the House, he said it 
“is imparative that Democrats 
not give another opportunity to 
cut into Democratic votes.” 
With little evident support. 
Bauer might withdraw now that 
Conrad has opposition.

Supreme Court today refused to

on their contention the secretar­ 
ies of the armed services have 
no right to determine death 
without absolute proof. 
Justice Thurgood Marshall 
refused to stop the Pentagon on 
May 13 but the next-of-kin 
challenging the determinations 
took their case to Justice 
William O. Douglas, who turned 
it over to the court itself. 
The families wanted the high 
court to stay the effect of a 
ruling by a three-judge federal 
panel in New York City 
allowing the death determina­ 
tions to continue under certain 
guidelines.

Says EPA Lax 


In Checking 


Pesticides 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency (EPA) has not been 
doing enough to check pesti­ 
cides on the market for safety 
and effectiveness, according to 
a congressional report. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice (GAO), which monitors 
federal agencies for Congress, 
said 
in 
a 
report 
released 
Monday 
that 
the 
agency’s 
sampling was inadequate and 
that it did not have sufficient 
control 
over 
imported 
pes­ 
ticides, lacked enough person­ 
nel and laboratory spa.ce and 
was not giving its inspectors 
proper guidance. 
The EPA said it generally 
agreed with the report and has 
taken steps to correct some of 
the problems. It said it moved 
earlier this year to take 32 
ineffective pesticides off the 
market and has issued guide­ 
lines to alert the public to its 
monitoring activities. 
The Accounting Office said 
that in three regions throughout 
the country 64 per cent of 
pesticide manufacturers had 
not had their products sampled 
when the GAO made its study. 
The report said that of 9,344 
samples 'taken during one 18- 
month period, only 19 per cent 
were tested for safety and 32 
per cent for effectiveness, Of 
those, it said, 16 per cent were 
found to be unsafe and 28 per 
cent were found to be ineffec­ 
tive.
